Dr.  Adams 

Incoming  students  sometimes 
wonder  about  the  people  behind  the 
scenes  of  a  college  operation;  and  so 
we  would  like  you  to  meet  the 
president. 

"The  college  has  changed  in  many 
ways;  the  enrollment  has  tripled,  we 

CONTINUEd  ON 
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have  moved  to  a  multi-campus 
operation,"  Dr.  Hugh  Adams  said. 

Dr.  Adams,  the  president  of  B.C.C. 
has  been  with  the  college  since  mid- 
1968  and  has  held  a  variety  of 
previous  positions  including  in- 
structor, dean,  football  coach, 
school  superintendent,  and  ad- 
ministrator. 

Adams  attended  Florida  State 
University  and  the  University  of 
Florida,  and  was  born  in  Punta 
Gorda,  Florida. 

The  extension  of  programs  and 
services  to  all  areas  of  the  county  as 
well  as  expanded  curricula,  staff, 
faculty,  and  budget  are  other 
changes,  according  to  Adams. 

"The  philosophy  has  changed 
from  the  more  traditional  junior 
college  liberal  arts  concept  to  the 
urban  comprehensive  community 
college  concept  and  is  reflected  in 
the  programs  and  objectives  of  the 
college,"  he  said. 

Adams'  basic  concerns  for  the 
future  are  to  maintain  the  college's 
standard  of  excellence  and 
reputation  and  to  maintain  close 
touch  with  the  students,  even  as  the 
college  expands. 

Other  concerns  include  adequate 
funding,  quality  programs  at 
minimal  cost,  and  excellent  salaries 
to  attract  a  good  faculty. 

"B.C.C.  enjoys  a  reputation  among 
the  very  best  in  the  state  and  our 
students  perform  well  at  other 
schools,"  Adams  stated. 

The  president  also  expressed  the 
sentiment  that  the  college  was  well 
integrated  with  the  community. 

Dr.  Adams  has  some  advice  for 
the  incoming  freshman: 

"Make  the  most  of  your  college 
experience.  College  is  different  from 
high  school  and  you  will  need  more 
self  discipline." 

"Take  full  advantage  of  the  ex- 
tracurricular activities  of  your 
choice.  College  ought  to  provide  a 
broad  range  of  experience  outside 
and  inside  the  classroom,"  the 
president  stressed. 

"Take  advantage  of  the  excellent 
advisors,  administrators,  coun- 
selors, and  instructors.  I  urge  you  to 
get  to  know  these  people  and  take 
what  they  have  to  offer.  It  would  be 
a  mistake,  not  to  develop  a 
relationship  with  these  people."

The  new  student  has  his  choice  of 
two  degrees  at  BCC. 

Fo%r  those  students  planning  to 
transfer  to  a  four-year  school  upon 
graduation  from  BCC  there  is  the 
Associate  in  Arts  (A.A.)  degree. 

The  Associate  in  Arts  Degree  is  a 
University  Parallel  program.  This 
degree,  is  the  equivalent  of  the  first 
two  years  in  a  four-year  institution. 
Thus  the  64  semester  hours  earned 
at  Broward'  Community  College 
equal  the  90  quarter  hours  of  basic 
college  required  in  the  first  two 
years  at  a  four-year  university.  In 
getting  this  degree,  a  student  can 
transfer  to  any  upper  divison  college 
in  Florida  and  his  General  Education 
requirements  will  be  met. 

This  means  the  student  won't 
have  to  worry  about  anything  but 
pursuing  his  chosen  major  when  he 
transfers  —  he  is  automatically  a 
junior.  Also  many  out-of-state  col- 
leges take  our  A.A.  Degree.

For  students  who  want  to  prepare 
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SEMESTER  llOUR? 

In  consulting  the  BCC  Catalog  the 
student  will  find  that  courses  are 
designated  as  3  semester  hours,  2 
semester  hours,  or  1  semester  hour. 
Some  Math  courses  have  5  semester 
hours  of  credit  shown  next  to  them. 
Seeing  this,  the  new  student  may  ask 
the  obvious  question,  "Just  what  is 
the  semester  hour?" 

Although  obvious,  the  question  is 
not  at  all  trivial  since  the  semester 
hour  is  the  basic  unit  of  credit  at  the 
community  college. 

A  course  is  3  semester  hours  if  a 
student  attends  a  class  3  hours  a 
week  for  the  17  weeks  of  a  semester. 
A  student  earns  5  semester  hours  of 
credit  if  he  attends  class  5  hours  a 
week  for  the  same  semester. 

An  exception  to  this  rule  is  the  1 
semester  hour  courses  such  as 
Physical  Education,  Science  labs, 
and  reading.  A  student  will  attend 
class  2  hours  a  week  to  earn  one 
semester  hour. 

A  credit  is  what  students  earn  for 
a  1  semester  hour  class.  A  student 
gets  3  credits  for  a  3  semester  hour 
course.  The  word  "credit"  should 
not  confuse  the  new  student  for  it 

A  MINI-WESTER? 

Upon  first  look,  the  new  student 
might    be   confused   by   the    "mini- 
mester"     concept.     Basically,     the 
mini-mester  operates  the  same  way 
as  the   accelerated  summer  terms 
(Terms  3-a  &  3-b).  According  to  our 
very-unofficial-but-reliable-all-the- 
same  BCC  Orientation  Dictionary:  A 
mini-mester  is  a  short  6  weeks  term 
given  within  a  regular  term,  e.g. 
Terml 
Late  August  to  Mid-December 
(17  weeks) 
Term  la 
Sept.  to  Mid-Oct. 
(6  weeks) 
Term  lb 
Late-Oct.  to  Mid.-Dec. 
(6  weeks) 
These  mini-semesters  are  desig- 
nated by  the  letter  "a"  or  "b".  As 
long    as    the    student    doesn't    go 
over  the  maximum  course  load  of  18 
semester  hours  at  a  time,  he  can 
register  for  courses  offered  in  the 
mini-mester  along  with  his  regular 
semester  courses. 


means  the  same  as  "semester 
hour".  The  two  words  are  in- 
terchangeable. 

Now  some  of  you  newcomers  may 
ask,  "You've  told  me  what  a 
semester  hour  is.  Fine.  Now  tell  me 
what  a  SEMESTER  is." 

Gladly. 

A  semester  at  BCC  is  a  period  of 
17  weeks  of  school:  sixteen  weeks  of 
classes  and  one  week  of  exams. 
There  are  three  semesters, 
otherwise  known  as  "terms",  in  a 
school  year: 

1)  Term  1  goes  from  the  end  of 
August  until  a  week  before 
Christmas. 

2)  Term  2  goes  from  the  beginning 
of  January  until  the  first  week  of 
May. 

3)  Term  3  is  a  special  semester 
split  into  2  six-week  sessions.  These 
are  accelerated  semesters  in  which 
the  student  goes  to  class  every  day 
and  covers  the  same  material  as  in  a 
regular  semester. 

To  be  considered  as  a  full-time 
student,  one  must  carry  a  minimum 
load  of  12  semester  hours.  Fifteen  or 
sixteen  hours  is  considered  the 
normal  scholastic  load  and  18  hours 
if  the  maximum  which  may  be 
carried.  However,  students  who 
made  a  qualifying  point  average  of 
3.2  or  higher  may  carry  an  extra 
course  with  administrative  per- 
mission, but  in  no  event  shall  the 
maximum  load  exceed  21  semester 
hours.  The  maximum  load  for  Term 
3-a  or  3-b  is  nine  semester  hours;  the 
normal  load  is  six  semester  hours. 

A  TRANS- 
FERAbU  COURSE? 

All  courses  numbered  "100"  or 
above,  such  as  ENG  101.  MTH  131. 
or  PHI  260.  are  transferable  to  most 
universities  in  the  country  on  the 
A.A.  Degree  program.  But  there  are 
courses  offered  which  do  not  count 
as  college  credit. 

These  are  the  remedial  courses  in 
English,  reading,  math,  and  science 
which  are  offered  as  background  or 
preparatory  courses  for  those 
students  who  need  additional  work 
before  taking  college  level  courses. 
Such  remedial  courses  numbered 
below  "100",  such  as  ENG  095  or 
MTH  092,  do  not  count  as  college 
credit  at  BCC  and  are  not  trans- 
ferable.

THE  BCC  CATALOG 


Before  you  stagger  into  the  Ad- 
vising department  all  nervewracked 
with  what  you  feel  is  the  unan- 
swerable question,  you  should  first 
consult  your  '74-75  BCC  Catalog. 
Chances  are  that  the  vital  answer 
you  seek  is  in  the  General  In- 
formation section  of  the  Catolog. 

The  Catalog  is  issued  through  the 
Student  Services  building  on  Central 
Campus  and  Building  3  on  North 
Campus  and  it  contains  all  the 
essential  information  a  a  student 
needs  about  BCC. 

The  Catalog  gives  the  entire  BCC 
College  Calendar  for  the  year  "74-'75 
so  that  students  will  not  be  in  the 
dark  concerning  the  dates  for  "Drop 


&  Add,"  on-line  registration,  and  the 
deadline  for  class  withdrawal.  A 
summary  of  admission  procedure, 
grade  policies,  and  the  schedules  of 
fees  are  all  covered  in  the  General 
Information  section  of  the  Catalog. 

A  very  important  section  is 
graduation  and  degree  require- 
ments for  Associate  in  Arts  de- 
gree student.  It  is  a  section  each 
of  you  should  study  and  know  by 
heart  because  each  of  you  will  have 
to  fulfill  these  requirements  before 
you  can  be  awarded  a  degree  from 
BCC. 

Course  descriptions  are  listed  in 
the  next  seven  sections  —  each 
department   lists   the   courses   they 


offer    with    a    short    description    of 
each  course. 

Those  seven  departments  are: 

1)  Business  Administration 

2)  Communications 

3)  Fine  Arts 

4)  Health  and  Physical  Education 

5)  Math  and  Science 

6)  Social  Studies 

7)  Pre-Professional  Programs 
Following   these   is    a    section    of 

Special     Programs     such     as     Co- 
operative   Education    and    SPANS. 

After  the  Special  Program  section 
the  A.S.  Degree  programs  are  given       _ 
—  the  graduation  requirements  are     ^ 
outlined  under  each  program  —  the 
student  in  this  area  must  follow  the 
A.S.  Degree  program  exactly. 

The  programs  are  listed  under: 

1)  Allied  Health 

2)  Engineering  Technology 

3)  Public  Services 

4)  Criminal  Justice 

Next,  is  a  list  of  the  member  of  the 
Administration  and  the  Faculty. 

Finally,  there  is  the  Index  —  if  a 
student  has  trouble  finding  where 
something  is  listed  in  the  Catalog,  he 
should  look  here. 

So  make  the  Catalog  your  first 
source  of  reference  concerning 
questions  about  school.  Used  wisely, 
it  can  save  you  many  trips  to  the 
Counseling  Department.  However,  if 
your  question  goes  beyond  the  scope 
of  the  BCC  Catalog,  then  by  all 
means  pay  Counseling  a  visit. 


aa./a.s.  degree  cont. 

for  a  technical  job  or  an  occupation 
there  is  the  Associate  in  Science 
(A.S.)  Degree.  An  Associate  in 
Science  Degree  is  a  two-year  degree 
designed  to  give  the  student  certain 
skills  to  find  a  job  immediately  upon 
graduation  from  BCC. 

The  A.S.  Degree  is  also  designed 
for  transfer  to  an  upper  division 
college.  Some  upper  division  schools 
will  take  some  of  the  A.S.  Degrees, 
but  the  student  should  check  their 
catalog  or  with  their  advisor  on 
which  schools  take  the  A.S.  Degree. 

Most  four-year  colleges  require 
that  A.S.  Degree  students  return 
and  take  the  general  education 
requirements  before  the  student  can 
be  accepted  into  the  upper  division 
school. 


Admissions 


Newly  accepted  Broward 
Community  College  students  should 
know  that  they  are  in  for  sundry 
encounters  at  the  admissions  office. 
It  is  probably  the  busiest  place 
around  here.  You  will  go  there 
whenever  you  need  information  on 
financial  affairs,  such  as  paying 
fees,  for  drop  and  add  procedures, 
and  so  on.  Usually,  you  can  find  a 
catologue  or  other  paraphenalis  in 
the  admissions  office.  Prior  to  each 
academic  term  the  schedules  of  all 
campuses  are  hung  on  the  glass  wall 
of  the  admissions  office.  The  ad- 
missions office  asks  that  each 
student  be  particularly  deliberate  in 


filling  out  his-her  application  and 
completing  it  properly,  with  the 
correct  amount  of  money  enclosed. 
This  prevents  the  office  from  having 
to  send  the  application  back  to  the 
student  for  revision. 

The  registrar  at  BCC  is  Mr.  Rose. 
His  office  is  at  the  downtown 
campus  of  Las  Olas  Blvd.,  in  Ft. 
Lauderdale.  The  telephone  number 
there  is  525-4281.  Mr.  Black  is 
director  of  admissions  at  central 
campus.  He  will  be  happy  to  help 
central  campus  students  with  such 
problems  as  those  which  arise  in  the 
admission  of  a  student. 


Counseling  S 

Advising 


You  probably  thought  BCC  had 
only  counselors.  Well,  the  college 
also  has  "academic  advisors." 

The  advisors  are  experts  on  the 
college's  policies,  procedures, 
programs,  and  courses.  Their 
textbook  is  the  college  catalog.  They 
seek  to  provide  the  information 
O  necessary  for  you  to  arrive  at 
specific  course  selections  each 
term. 

The  counselors  are  trained  to  help 
you  look  at  your  life  goals,  career 
goals,  and  program  choices.  Their 
textbook  is  people.  They  are  highly 
skilled  in  personalizing  your 
learning,  more  about  yourself  and 
can  help  you  identify  alternatives 
upon  which  to  make  your  life- 
career-program  decision. 

Both  the  counselors  and  advisors 
leave  the  decision-making  to  you, 
and  both  handle  human  beings  with 
care. 

The  purpose  of  career  counseling 
(by  the  counselors}  and  academic 
advisement  (by  the  advisors)  is  to 
help  you  choose  and  carry  out  a 
program  of  study  that  will  serve  you 
in  meeting  your  life  and  career 
objectives.  The  counseling-- 
advisement  process  may  be  viewed 
in  terms  of  five  steps: 

Career  counseling 

1.  Exploration  of  life  goals 

2.  Exploration  of  career  goals 

3.  Program  choice 

Academic  advisement 

4.  Course  choice 

5.  Scheduling  courses 

Counselors  are  involved  in  the 
first  three  steps  in  helping  you  work 
on  the  questions:  "Who  am  I," 
"Where  am  I  going,"  and  "How  do  I 
want  to  live  my  life?" 

Advisors  will  work  with  you  in 
step  four,  "What  do  I  take  next 
term?"  The  last  step,  scheduling  of 
courses,  is  done  by  you  the  student 
as  part  of  the  registration  process. 

The  advisor  at  BCC  is  specially 
trained  to  plan  a  student's  program 
at  BCC  in  order  to  attain  a  degree 
with  the  minimum  of  difficulty. 


The  advisor: 

1)  Helps  the  student  decide  which 
courses  are  best  to  take  for  each 
student's  particular  area  of  interest. 

2)  Knows  what  the  student  in  A.S. 
degree  programs  should  take;  what 
campuses  the  A.S.  programs  are 
offered  at. 

3)  Can  help  you  to  take  the  right 
courses  for  any  of  the  certificate 
programs  offered  at  BCC. 

To  sum  up,  the  advisor  is  the 
student's  source  of  information  on 
degree  requirements,  transfer 
policies  of  upper  division  colleges, 
course  requirements  for  particular 
majors,  and  any  problems  related  to 
program  planning  for  the  student  at 
BCC. 

Some  of  you  will  work  with  a 
counselor,  an  advisor,  both  or 
neither.  Some  of  you-  will  already 
have  completed  or  will  be  able"  to 
handle  your  own  career-advisement 
decisions  with  little  or  no  help. 

A  "self-advisement"  option  is 
open  to  you  each  term  wherein  you 
assume  full  responsibility  for  the 
soundness  and  accuracy  of  your 
academic  program.  The  Counseling 
Department  feels  that  while  we 
would  like  to  see  you,  we  don't  want 
to  be  another  hassle  in  your  life. 
We're  here  because  your're  here. 
Use  us  and  we'll  give  you  our  very 
best  assistance." 

"But  please  don't  be  afraid  to  visit 
us  concerning  any  specific  problem 
of  yours.  Remember  to  be  a  human 
being  is  to  have  problems,  and 
everyone  can  benefit  from  the 
special  talents  of  a  counselor." 

BCC  has  an  outstanding  group  of 
counselors.  You  are  strongly  en- 
couraged to  get  to  know  them.  They 
have  devoted  their  lives  to  un- 
derstanding themselves  and  others, 
and  to  growing  and  helping  others 
grow.  Nothing  you  might  wish  to  talk 
about  with  a  counselor  will  even  be 
taken  lightly.  Why?  Because  your 
concerns  are  their  concerns. 


Counselors  are  at  BCC  because 
students  are  a  special  brand  rich  in 
untapped  potential.  They  exist  to 
help  you  discover  who  you  are  and 
to  help  you  create  who  you  want  to 
be.  In  working  with  BCC  students, 
the  counselors  believe: 

1.  How  you  see  yourself  is  the  most 
important  single  factor  to  your 
overall  achievement. 

2.  We  are  all  developing  human 
beings  who  can  become  much 
more  than  we  now  are. 

3.  With  your  worth,  dignity, 
uniqueness,  and  potential,  you're 
the  best  YOU  there  will  ever  be. 

4.  To  the  degree  you  can  BE  the  real 
you,  you  can  become  the  better 
you. 

Get  to  know  a  counselor,  a 
counselor  wants  to  get  to  know  you. 
And,  remember:  counselors  are 
great  people  to  BE  with.

Many  of  the  facets  of  student  life 
at  BCC  are  controlled  by  the  Student 
Government  Association  (SGA). 

The  SGA  operates  under  a 
constitution  and  is  elected  by  the 
student  body. 

Like  the  national  government,  the 
SGA  is  organized  into  three  main 
branches. 

The  Executive  Branch  consists  of 
the  president,  vice  president, 
secretary  and  treasurer.  The 
purpose  of  the  executive  branch  is 
to  recommend  legislation  to  the 
Senate  and  to  enforce  all  legislation 
approved  by  the  Senate. 

The  duties  of  the  SGA  president 
include  appointing  all  standing 
committee  chairmen  and  filling  all 
vacancies  within  the  government; 
coordinating  the  functions  of  the 
Executive  Branch  and  insuring  the 
efficient  operation  of  the  various 
committees  under  the  president's 
jurisdiction;  and  acting  as  a 
representative  of  the  students  to  the 
administration  of  the  college. 

The  Legislative  Branch  consists  of 
the  Senate  with  members  from  both 
the     freshman     and     sophomore 


classes.  It  has  the  power  to  act  on 
student  or  college  policies,  confirm 
or  reject  all  appointments  made  by 
the  SGA  president  and  consider 
petitions  and  constitutions  from  the 
student  body. 

Senators  are  elected  represen- 
tatives and  the  voice  of  the  student 
body.  Sophomore  senators  are 
elected  in  the  Spring  for  the 
following  year  and  freshman 
senators  are  elected  in  October. 

The  Judicial  Branch  is  made  up  of 
the  Student  Supreme  Court  and  the 
Student  Traffic  Court. 

The  Supreme  Court  consists  of 
four  associate  justices  and  a  chief 
justice  who  is  appointed  by  the  SGA 
president  and  approved  by  the 
Senate. 

The  Student  Supreme  Court 
consists  of  four  associate  justices 
and  a  chief  justice  who  is  appointed 


by  the  SGA  president  and  approved 
by  the  Senate. 

The  Student  Supreme  Court  gives 
the  student  the  opportunity  to  be 
judged  by  a  peer  group  in  matters  of 
discipline.  It  also  serves  as  an 
appelate  court  for  the  Student 
Traffic  Court,  which  decides 
questions  involving  motor  vehicle 
citations  given  by  the  campus 
security  force. 

The  Director  of  International 
Affairs  (DIA)  is  an  executive,  ap- 
pointed position.  The  DIA  organizes 
and  presides  over  all  SGA  elections, 
insures  that  there  is  not  malicious  / 
use  of  college  property,  and 
regulates  all  poster  and  mail 
publicity  made  by  students. 

The  SGA  fall  elections  for  fresh- 
men senators  will  be  held  during  the 
first  week  in  October.  All  freshmen 
students  are  eligible,  whether  full  or 
part-time.  Registration  is  open  now. 

Don't  get  left  out.  Have  a  say  in 
your  campus  life. 

SGA  offices  are  located  in  the 
Student  Services  Building  on  the 
second  floor  just  outside  the 
counseling  offices. 


INTERVIEW: 
SGA  PresjcIent 


Q.  First  of  all,  Art,  just  what  should 
the  newcomer  to  BCC  know  about 
S.G.A? 

A.  Well,  that  Student  Government  is 
the  voice  of  the  student  body  to 
the  college.  And  that  S.G.A. 
functions  most  effectively  when 
fully  supported  by  the  students. 
One  reason  why  previous  ad- 
ministrations were  not  effective 
was  a  lack  of  student  involvement 


and  support. 

Q.  Student  apathy,  then.  Sounds  like 
the  old  high  school  lament. 

A.  Not  exactly.  You  see,  unlike  high 
school  student  government,  the 
BCC  S.G.A.  is  responsible  for 
spending  a  significant  percentage 
of  their  college  money.  Largely  in 
the  area  of  student  entertainment 
for  the  fiscal  year.  You  can  then 
see  why  this  is  important;  if  the 
students  don't  let  us  know  what 
acts  they  want,  then  how  good  are 
our  chances  of  pleasing  them? 

Q.  That's  true,  but  then  what  kind  of 
acts  can  S.G.A.  get  other  than 
groups  like  "Ozzie  Snick  and  his 
Royal  Bandeleros?" 

A.  Actually  that's  a  common 
misconception  on  the  part  of  most 
students.  Our  plans  are  rather 
ambitious  this  year;  projects 
ranging  from  Santana  to  George 
Carlin  to  Harry  Chapin. 

Q.  Very  ambitious,  indeed.  How  do 
you  propose  to  procure  such  acts? 

A.  By  careful  utilization  of  our 
allottee  budget  through  Student 
Activities,  almost  any  name  group 


is  within  our  reach.  It  is  still  a 
gamble,  however,  and  the  only 
way  the  administration  downtown 
will  pass  the  request  is  if  they  are 
positive  the  students  will  attend 
and  even  at  reduced  student  rates 
make  it  a  paying  proposition.  In 
short,  if  the  student  support  is 
substantial  enough,  the  request 
will  be  passed. 

Q.  Well,  Art,  just  how  can  the 
typical  student  voice  his  support 
of  such  a  project? 

A.  See  me. 

Q.  That's  all? 

A.  Sure,  It's  not  that  difficult.  Our 
offices  on  the  Central  Campus  are 
in  Building  07  (Student  Services), 
second  floor. 

Q.  And  on  North  Campus? 

A.  S.G.A.  does  not  have  an  office  of 
its  own  on  North  Campus,  yet,  but 
they  can  speak  their  mind  at 
Student  Activities  in  Building  3, 
the  one  shaped  like  a  tilted 
pyramid.  They  can  visit  the 
Student  Activities  at  Central 
Campus  as  well.  Pat  Novak  will  be 
happy  to  answer  any  questions.

Broward  Community  College  has 
two  bookstores.  One  is  located  in 
Bldg.  3  on  North  Campus  and  the 
Q  other  enjoys  its  own  facility  on 
Central  Campus.  We  hope  when  you 
are  shopping  for  your  Term  1 
textbooks  you  will  avail  yourself  of 
our  many  services.  For  instance,  did 
you  known  we  have  one-day  photo 
developing  service,  personalized 
license  tags,  college  rings,  nursing 
pins  and  caps,  special  book  orders 
and  a  large  selection  of  paperback 
books  for  your  reading  enjoyment? 
We  even  stock  tennis  balls,  handball 
gloves,  and  other  HPR  material. 

The  textbooks  you  buy  are  se- 
lected by  the  individual  instructor 
and  are  listed  alphabetically  by 
department  and  within  the 
department  by  sequential  class 
numbers.  Books  are  labeled  "This  is 
a  required  text,"  "This  is  a 
recommended  text,"  and  "This  is  a 
supplemental  text;"  If  you  have  any 
trouble  locating  your  textbooks  our 
staff  will  be  happy  to  assist  you.  Buy 
only  required  texts  before  attending 
class. 

Plan  to  buy  your  books  at  the 
beginning  of  each  semester.  Any 
over  stock  books  will  be  returned 
before  the  semester  ends  in 
preparation  for  the  next  semester. 

The  prices  of  textbooks  are 
established  by  the  publishers  and 
represent  production  costs  and 
overhead  expenses  plus  a 
reasonable  return  on  their  in- 
vestment. We  are  in  inflationary 
times  and  pubishing  costs  have 
increased  which  in  turn  have  in- 
creased the  textbook  cost.  Book 
prices  are  subject  to  change  to  the 
bookstore  without  notice. 

BUY-BACK  POLICY 

The  bookstores  will  buy  back 
books  all  year  round  if  it  is  a  book 
which  will  be  used  the  next 
semester.  The  maximum  amount  for 
buying  back  a  book  is  50  per  cent  of 
the  new  book  price.

The  library  is  an  important  part  of 
any  educational  institution,  since  it 
is  fhe  greatest  source  of  information 
available  to  the  student  on  campus. 
There  is  a  library  on  the  Central 
Campus  and  a  newly  completed 
library  on  the  North  Campus. 

The  Central  campus  library's 
principal  collection  of  books  is 
located  on  the  second  floor  of 
Building  60. 

The  central  room,  besides  housing 
the  majority  of  books,  is  equipped 
with  tables  and  partitioned  study 
booths  for  students  who  wish  to 
work  independently  and  quietly. 

Periodicals  are  kept  in  closed 
stacks  in  a  seperate  room  adjoining 
the  reference  area.  Students  must 
fill  out  request  slips  for  specific 
magazines    and    give    them    to     a 


librarian  in  order  to  obtain  per- 
iodicals. Periodicals  may  not  be  re- 
moved from  the  library. 

Library  cards  are  not  issued. 
Students  fill  out  individual  cards  for 
each  book  checked  out.  These  cards 
require  the  student's  name,  number, 
address,  phone  and  information 
about  the  book  being  checked  out. 

A  reading  room  for  students  who 
wish  to  study  together  is  provided  on 
the  first  floor  of  Building  60. 
Reserved  books  are  located  in  the 
reading  room. 

Students  who  do  not  know  how  to 
use  the  basic  library  reference 
material  are  encouraged  to  seek 
instructions  from  a  librarian.  No 
student  should  leave  the  library 
after  an  unsuccessful  search 
without  asking  a  librarian  for  help. 

A  coin-operated  Xerox  machine  is 
available  for  student  use  on  the 
second  floor.  Copies  are  10c  each.

A  student  can  attend  school,  hold 
a  job,  and  receive  academic  credit 
for  working  through  the  cooperative 
education  program. 

"Coop  was  designed  to  recognize 
the  educational  value  of  practical 
work  experience  related  to  student's 
career  goals,"  said  William  Dery, 
assistant  director  of  the  program. 
Any  student  is  eligible  to  apply  for 
coop  after  they  have  accumulated 
12  hours  of  college  credit  with  a 
minimum  of  2.0  grade  average. 

Once  the  student's  application  is 
accepted,  the  coop  office  looks  for  a 


job  for  the  student  in  his  particular 
field  of  study.  If  a  student  has  a  job 
when  he  applies  for  coop,  he  may 
keep  that  job  if  it  meets  the 
requirements.  The  job  must  be 
relevant  to  the  student's  study  and 
must  afford  the  student  op- 
portunities to  learn  the  field.  The 
employers  must  also  be  willing  to 
cooperate  in  the  evaluation  of  the 
student  as  an  employee. 

Academic  credit  received  for 
working  depends  on  the  particular 
coop  program  a  student  is  enrolled 
in.  In  the  alternating  plan,  three 
hours  per  term  worked  may  be 
attained.  In  this  program,  the 
student  works  full  time  for  one 
semester,  then  goes  to  school  full 
time  the  following  term. 


Be  sure  to  watch  the  Phoenix 
Newspaper  for  additions  or  changes 
in  the  Calendar. 

Complete  schedule  of  sports 
events  available  thru  the  HPR 
department. 

In  the  parallel  plan,  one  hour 
each  term  may  be  earned  as  the 
student  works  part  time  all  year 
round.  These  credits  are  trans- 
ferable to  four  year  universities, 
said  Dery. 

The  grades  for  these  hours  are 
based  on  the  employers'  evaluation, 
the  coop  coordinators  observation  of 
the  student  on  the  job.  and  the 
student's  written  report.  The  re- 
ports vary  for  the  particular  plans. 

The  report  for  the  alternating 
plan  is  a  term  paper  which 
describes  their  employer's 
operation  and  the  student's  part 
within  it,  said  Dery.  The  parallel 
plan  requires  this  report  to  be  the 
completion  of  the  description  form.

"career  exploration  tool,"  said 
Dery.  The  success  rate  for  getting 
jobs  for  students  in  the  cooperative 
education  program  is  85-90  per  cent, 
he  said.  Upon  graduation,  Dery 
continued,  the  coop  students  receive 
a  5-10  per  cent  starting  salary  high 
than  a  comparable  student  with  no 
coop  experience.

There  are  actually  only  two 
student  organizations  on  campus 
which  deal  exclusively  with  minority 
students...  These  are  The  Black 
Awareness  Club  and  the  Inter- 
national Foreign  Language  Organi- 
zation (IFLO).  Black  Aware- 
ness strives  to  motivate  the  aca- 
demic and  social  interests  of 
Black  students  on  campus.  It  is  a  11 
source  of  information  and  also 
something  for  Black  students  to 
identify  with.  More  than  an  entirely 
social  club,  although  it  does  have 
many  social  functions,  Black 
Awareness  strives  to  acquaint  Black 
students  wiht  the  college  and  its 
organizations  and  services;  and  to 
encourage  them  to  become  involved 
in  the  college. 

Black  Awareness  is  one  of  the 
most  active  groups  for  students 
here.  Last  year  it  sponsored  Black 
Culture  Week  which  featured  Afro- 
American  dress;  and  soul  food  was 
served  in  the  Hospitality  center  by 
the  club  members.  At  the  Ice 
Breaker  Dance  last  year.

The  club 
sponsors  tutoring  programs  for 
Black  students  and  regularly 
conducts  fund  raising  projects  for 
use  in  its  community  involvement 
programs.

On  North  Campus,  Black 
Awareness  is  also  organized.  Mamie 
Flakes  is  the  North  Campus  pre- 
sident and  Don  Cleaveland,  Spans 
Coordinator,  is  the  north  campus 
advisor.  Many  students  from  last 
year  have  graduated,  so  the  club 
needs  new  recruits.  New  officers 
will  be  elected  soon.

Besides  protecting  students,  their 
personal  property,  and  the  property 
of  the  college,  the  campus  Security 
Department  is  authorized  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  establish 
traffic  and  parking  regulations  and 
to  provide  penalties  for  infractions. 

Automobiles,  motorcycles,  motor- 
scooters,  bicycles  and  other  vehi- 
cles used  on  BCC  campuses  must 
be  registered  in  the  Security  of- 
fice. Any  person  registering  a 
vehicle  must  present  a  valid 
Operator's  Permit  and  must  have 
License  Tag  Registration  at  the  time 
of  registration. 

After  September  1,  a  special  table 
will  be  set  up  outside  the  Business 
Office  for  the  convenience  of 
students  wanting  permits. 

A  decal  evidencing  registration 
will  be  issued  for  the  specific  vehicle 
and  operator.  These  decals  are  not 
transferable  and  must  be  removed 
from  the  vehicle  upon  disposal  of  the 
vehicle. 


pAnkiNq  cIecaIs 

All  part  and  full  time  students 
must  obtain  a  parking  decal  in  order 
to  use  BCC's  parking  facilities. 

Decals  must  be  obtained  no  later 
than  September  2,  and  are  free. 

The  stickers  are  provided  by  the 
security  office.  They  are  available 
at  the  office  on  the  northeast  corner 
of  campus  or  at  the  Student  Services 
building  adjacent  to  the  registrars 
office  from  8  a.m.  to  8  p.m.  daily. 

Students  must  show  car. 
registration  and  fee  card  to  be 
issued  a  decal. 

The  4,200  spaces  are  available  on 
a  first  come  first  serve  basis. 


The  decals  are  issued  free  of 
charge  and  will  be  valid  until 
August  15,  1975. 

By  the  beginning  of  the  second 
week  of  each  semester  decals  will 
have  to  be  on  all  vehicles  parked  on 
campus.  After  this  grace  period 
decals  must  be  properly  displayed 
within  24  hours  of  the  first  use  of  the 
vehicle  on  campus. 

Traffic  rules,  regulations  and 
directive  signs  governing  the  use  of 
motor  vehicles  are  in  effect  24  hours 
a  day.  The  campus  speed  limit  is  20 
mph  unless  otherwise  posted.  The 
speed  limit  in  parking  area  is  10 
mph. 

Motorists  must  give  right-of-way 
to  pedestrians.  Driving  or  riding 
vehicles  on  grass,  paths  or 
sidewalks  is  prohibited. 

All  yellow  painted  blocks  are 
restricted  parking.  They  are 
reserved  for  faculty,  staff  or  visitors 
•  only. 


Traffic  citations  must  be 
presented  at  the  Security  Office  and 
paid  in  the  Business  office  within 
three  school  days  after  issuance. 
Otherwise,  an  additional  $1  will  be 
added  to  the  fine. 

Any  student  who  fails  to  honor  a 
citation  by  the  end  of  an  academic 
term  will  have  his  or  her  grades 
withheld  until  the  citation  is  paid.

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GENERAL  EXPECTATIONS 

1.  The  student,  upon  admission, 
agrees  to  abide  by  all  College 
Catologue  and  the  Student  Hand- 
book as  well  as  local,  state  and 
federal  law.  In  additon,  students  are 
expected  to  exercise  common  sense, 
good    taste    (consistent    with    con- 

j^/T  temporary  standards  of  the  College 
Community),  and  applied  reason  in 
their  quest  for  an  education. 

2.  Students  are  expected  to  prefer 
fact  to  opinion  and  to  commit 
themselves  to  genuine  enlightment 
rather  than  to  inflexible  adherence 
to  limited  knowledge. 

3.  Students  are  expected  to  respect 
the  rights  and  welfare  of  other 
members  of  the  College  Community. 

4.  Broward  Community  CoHege,  like 
most  institutions  of  higher  learning, 
recognizes  that  a  thoughtful  and 
reasoned  search  for  truth  can  be 
conducted  only  in  an  atmosphere 
free  of  intimidation  and  coercion. 
Consequently,  violence,  and  threat 
of  violence,  disruption,  intimidating 
or  jeopardizing  actions  are  unac- 
ceptable to  the  academic  com- 
munity. Students  are  expected  to 
examine  critically,  analyze  and 
otherwise  evaluate  the  College,  its 
programs,  and  policies  and  proce- 
dures, utilizing  processes  which 
appeal  to  reason  and  do  not  com- 
promise the  academic,  climate, 
mission  or  integrity  of  the  in- 
stitution.

Broward  Community  College 
recognizes  and  practices  the 
concept  of  freedom  of  access  to 
higher  education  within  the  context 
of  the  nominal  admission 
requirements  contained  in  the 
College  Catologue.  Prospective 
students  are  assured  that  ap- 
plications   for    admission    will    be 


judged  in  a  fair  and  impartial 
manner  using  consistently  applied 
established  criteria. 

STUDENT  RECORDS 

The  nature   of  an  education   in- 
stitution  requires   that   records   be 
kept.    However,    students    are    as- 
sured   that    no    record    shall    be 
made  or  retained  unless  there  is  a 
legitimate  need  for  the  information 
contained     herein.     The     confiden- 
tiality    of    a     student's     academic 
record   will   be   protected    and    in- 
formation will  be  released  only  to 
authorized  members  of  the  College 
Community.    Of    course    a    student 
shall  have  the  right  to  inspect  his 
own     official     transcript     and     to 
authorize  in  writing,  the  College  to 
release  information  to  extra-college 
sources. 

Information  of  a  counseling  or 
non-academic  nature  shall  not  be 
made  available  to  any  extra-college 
person  without  written  autho- 
rization from  the  student  ex- 
cept in  the  case  of  appliable  feder- 
al and  state  laws  and  court  orders 
which  compel  the  release  of  in- 
formation. 

Information  of  this  type  may  be 
released  to  faculty  and  ad- 
ministration on  a  need-to-know  basis 
in  instances  in  which  the  student's 
development  or  welfare  might  be 
facilitated. 

STUDENT  ACADEMIC  FREEDOM 
AND  RESPONSD3nJTY 

Students  are  free  to  take 
reasoned  exception  to  date  and 
views  offered  in  the  classroom  and 
to  reserve  judgement  about  matters 
of  opinion,  but  they  are  responsible 
for  learning  the  content  of  any 
course  for  which  they  are  enrolled. 

The  student  has  a  right  to  a 
course  grade  that  represents  the 
instructor's  professional  judgment 
of  his  performance  in  the  course 
without  personal  prejudice  and  to 
protection  against  improper 
disclosure  of  information  con- 
cerning his  grades,  beliefs,  or 
character    which    an    instructor 


acquires  in  the  course  of  his 
professional  association  with  the 
student.  Judgments  of  ability  and 
character  may  be  provided  under 
appropriate  circumstances,  nor- 
mally with  the  consent  of  the 
student. 

The  student  is  responsible  for 
classroom  behavior  which  is  con- 
ducive to  the  educational  process 
and  for  achieving  standards  of 
performance  established  by  the 
instructor. 

The  instructor  has  final  authority 
in  all  matters  relating  to  course 
content,  grading  practices,  and 
classroom  procedure,  consistent 
with  the  philosophy,  purposes,  and 
established  policies  of  the  College.  A 
course  grade  is  the  final  respon- 
sibility of  the  instructor.  In  the 
matter  of  grading  it  is  therefore 
essential  that  each  faculty  member 
keep  each  student  informed  of  his 
progress  in  a  course. 

If  a  student  feels  that  he  has  been 
unfairly  graded  in  a  course,  he  may 
informally  appeal  to  the  instructor 
and  then  to  the  department  head.  If 
the  complaint  is  not  resolved  he  may 
then  appeal,  without  prejudice  to 
this  position,  to  the  divison  chair- 
man, and  to  the  Assistant  Dean  of 
Academic  Affairs.  Final  appeal,  in 
writing,  may  be  made  to  the 
Academic  Standards  Committee  of 
the  College. 

ACADEMIC  INTEGRITY 

Academic  work  submitted  by  a 
student  to  his  instructor  is  assumed 
to  be  the  result  of  his  own  thought, 
research,  or  self-expression. 
Further,  when  a  student  borrows 
ideas,  wording,  or  organization  from 
another  source  he  is  expected  to 
acknowledge  that  fact  in  an  ap- 
propriate manner.  Plagiarism  is 
unacceptable  to  the  College  Com- 
munity. 

CLASS  ATTENDANCE  AND 
ATTENDANCE  REPORT 

It  is  the  student's  responsibility  to 
attend  punctually  all  classes, 
laboratories,  and  examinations  as 
scheduled.    It    is    recognized    that 


there  may  be  times  when  a  student 
will  be  unable  to  attend  classes  for 
reasons  beyond  his  control.  In  such 
cases,  it  is  the  student's  repon- 
sibility  to  see  his  instructor  during 
his  office  hours  for  assistance  in 
keeping  up  with  the  work  covered 
during  his  absence.  The  student 
must  realize  that  absences  from 
class,  for  whatever  reason,  con- 
stitute a  loss  of  class  time  which  is 
impossible  to  recapture  entirely. 
Instructors  will  give  consideration 
to  students  who  must  miss  class 
because  illness  or  death  in  the 
immediate  family  (absence  con- 
sequent on  illness  of  three  days  or 
longer  must  be  substantiated  by  a 
doctor's  statement)  and  authorized 
participation  in  an  official  student 
activity  or  absence  could  result  in 
suspension  from  class  prior  to  any 
administration  withdrawal.  This 
warning  may  be  issued  after  any 
number  of  absences  amounting  to 
ten  per  cent  of  the  total  class  hours 
in  that  term.  When  further  absences 
occur  after  this  warning,  the  in- 
structor has  the  perogative  of 
dropping  a  student  from  his  class 
roll.  Any  student  who  is  absent 
twenty  per  cent  or  more  of  the  total 
class  time  will  be  administratively 
withdrawn  from  class  with  a  grade 
of  "WP"  or  "WF"  as  appropriate. 
Any  student  dropped  by  a  teacher 
or  administratively  withdrawn  may 


He  will  be  held  responsible  for  all 
materials  covered.  Tests  given 
during  a  student's  absence  may  not 
be  made  up  except  fo  absence 
resulting  from  such  causes  as  illness 
or  death  in  the  immediate  family. 
Students  with  special  problems 
relating  to  absences  from  classes 
should  consult  with  the  Dean  of 
Student  Affairs  for  advice  and 
assistance. 

STANDARDS  OF  CONDUCT 

As  a  member  of  the  College 
Community,  a  student  is  expected  to 
act  responsibly  in  all  areas  of 
personal  and  social  conduct.  In 
addition  to  the  general  expectations 
included  elsewhere  in  this 
document,  students  are  expected  to 
observe  the  academic  and 
behavioral  regulations  found  in  the 
College  Catologue  and  this  Hand- 
book. 

Violations  of  the  standards  of 
conduct  contained  herein  will,  in 
most  cases,  be  treated  as  College 
disciplinary  matters.  However,  in 
certain  situations,  the  application  of 
civil  and  criminal  law  and-or  the 
injunctive  system  of  order  and 
freedom  necessary  for  the  main- 
tenance of  an  educational  en- 
vironment. Any  individual  or  group 
action  which  results  in  or  threatens 
denial  of  any  of  the  following  may 
result  in  the  application  of  civil  or 


on  campus,  the  possession,  sale 
consumption  or  giving  away  of  any 
beverage  or  alcoholic  content;  any 
stimulant,  depressant,  narcotic  or 
hallucinogenic  drug  or  agent  having 
potential  for  physical  or  mental 
abuse,  except  on  prescription  by  a 
physician  or  dentist.  Florida  law 
requires  the  automatic  expulsion  of 
a  student  who  is  adjudicated  guilty 
of  unlawful  possession  of  any 
narcotic  drug,  central  nervous 
system  stimulant,  hallucinogenic 
drug,  or  barbiturate. 

The  College  also  prohibits  the 
Dosession  or  use  of  firearms,  fire 
works  ox  lethal  weapons  on  cam- 
pus. The  pos*ssion  or  use  of  any 
such  device  may  result  in 
disciplinary  action  by  the  College.  In 
no  event,  however,  shall  the 
student's  status  as  a  student  protect 
him  from  his  responsibilities  to  the 
applicable  local,  state  or  federal 
laws. 

DISCIPLINARY 
PROCEDURES 

The  administration  of  student 
discipline  is  flexible  and  is  essen- 
tially consistent  with  the  philosophy 
and  education  objectives  of  Brow- 
ard Community  College. 

In  those  cases  not  likely  to  result 
in  a  termination  of  the  student's 
relationship  with  the  College,  the 
Dean    of   Student    Affairs,    or    the 


appeal  to  the  Academic  Standards 
Committee  for  further  consi- 
deration. 

Any  sophomore  student  who  has 
at  least  a  3.0  overall  grade  point 
average  or  at  least  a  3.0  grade  point 
average  in  the  preceding  semester 
on  at  least  a  twelve  semester  hour 
load  may  attend  classes  at  his 
discretion,  except  for  those  classes 
in  which  attendance  is  required  by 
nature  of  the  course.  A  sophomore 
student  who  has  a  3.0  overall 
average  or  a  3.0  grade  point 
average  for  the  preceding  semester 
on  at  least  twelve  semester  hour 
loads  will  be  identified  on  the 
corrected  classroll  by  an  asterick  to 
the  left  or  right  of  his  or  her  name. 


criminal  law  or  an  injunction:  de- 
struction or  illegal  occupation  of  col- 
lege property;  trespass;  personal 
jeopardy  to  any  member  or  guest  of 
the  College  Community. 

Offenses  involving  theft,  the  use  of 
possession  of  firearms,  lethal 
weapons,  drugs  and  alcoholic 
beverages  are  essentially  civil 
matters  which  address  themselves 
to  the  discretion  of  local,  state  and 
federal  authorities,  but  may  subject 
the  possessor  or  user  to  college 
discipline  when  such  offenses  and 
their  effect  adversely  interfere  with 
the  well  being  of,  or  reflects  on  the 
College  or  members  of  the  College 
Community. 

The  College  specifically  prohibits,

When  you  paid  your  registration 
fees,  you  were  given  a  "fee  card", 
which  is  actually  a  slip  of  paper 
(green  for  term  1)  showing  your 
classes  and  marked  "paid."  This  is 
a  very  important  piece  of  paper. 

Put  it  in  your  billfold  along  with 
your  social  security  card. 

You  will  need  it  to  sell  books  back 
to  the  bookstore.  You  may  also  need 
it  to  obtain  tickets  for  programs 
sponsored  by  Student  Activities,  and 
you  will  need  it  at  the  library. 

If  your  fee  card  is  lost  of  stolen, 
you  will  have  to  pay  $1  to  get  a 
duplicate  at  the  business  office. 


Students  who  feel  they  have  a 
financial  need  should  seek  assistance 
from  the  financial  aid  department  here 
at  BCC.  They  will  find  the  staff  more 
than  willing  to  assist,  and  very  under- 
standing of  their  needs.  There  are  sev- 
eral types  of  financial  assistance,  rang- 
ing from  loans,  grants,  scholarships 
and  employment,  or  a  combination  of 
these. 

Evidence  of  financial  need  is  deter- 
mined by  parents  and/or  students  con- 
fidential statements.  These  forms, 
which  may  be  obtained  at  the  financial 
aid  office,  should  be  mailed  to  the 
respective  evaluating  service  by  June 
1st  in  order  to  meet  the  priority  dead- 
line. 

To  receive  financial  assistance,  a 
student  must  meet  only  three  require- 
ments: 1)  proof  of  financial  need;  2) 
full-time  student  status,  or  acceptance 
for  admission  as  a  full  time  student; 
and  3)  maintenance  of  a  2.0  academic 
standing. 


Loans 


There  are  five  types  of  loans  a  stu- 
dent may  obtain.  All  long  term  loans 
are  low  interest  with  repayment  defer- 
red until  the  student  graduates,  with- 
draws, or  changes  status.  Short  term 
loans  must  be  repayed  within  the  term 
borrowed. 

The  Florida  Student  Loan  Program 
is  a  state  loan  for  legal  residents,  with 
long  term  interest,  repayment  begin- 
ning six  months  after  termination. 

The  Nursing  Loan  Program  is  avail- 
able on  a  need  basis,  for  students 
working  on  an  associate  degree  in  nurs- 
ing. This  loan  is  also  long  term  with 
low  interest. 

The  Federally  Insured  Loan  Pro- 
gram is  an  arrangement  by  which  a  stu- 
dent can  make  a  loan  through  a  bank, 
credit  union,  or  other  lending  agency, 
and  the  federal  government  will  pro- 
vide the  guarantee  of  the  loan  on  ap- 
proval. Interest  of  7%  will  begin  nine 
months  after  termination.  Maximum 
loan  is  $2,500  per  year. 

The  Florida  Insured  Loan  Program 
is  available  on  a  need  basis  to  part  time 
or  full  time  students,  who  are  residents 
of  Florida.  Interest  of  7%  will  be  paid 
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to  the  government,  while  the  student 
is  enrolled. 

Short  Term  Loans  may  be  obtained 
for  full  time  students  with  a  2.0  aver- 
age. Emergency,  or  short  term,  loans 
are  limited  to  $115.00  per  term.  Re- 
payment must  be  made  before  the  end 
of  the  term  in  which  the  loan  is  made. 


qRANTS 


Financial  assistance  in  the  form  of 
grants  is  available  and  does  not  have  to 
be  repaid  by  the  student. 

The  Basic  Opportunity  Grant  is  fed- 
erally funded.  The  maximum  award 
you  may  receive  is  $1,400  minus  the 
amount  you  or  your  family  are  ex- 
pected to  contribute.  You  are  eligible 
for  this  program  if  it  is  your  first  time 
enrolled  as  a  post  high  school  student 
and  you  are  a  U.S.  citizen  or  plan  to 
become  one.  You  must  also  meet  the 
financial  need  criteria. 

The  Supplement  Educational  Op- 
portunity Grant  is  for  students  with 
exceptional  financial  need.  A  student 
may  receive  up  to  one-half  of  his  total 
financial  assistance  through  this  grant. 

The  Nursing  Grants  are  given  to 
second  year  nursing  students  who  are 
seeking  associate  degrees  in  nursing. 

The  Law  Enforcement  Education 


Grants  are  restricted  to  tuition  and 
books  for  in-service  law  enforcement 
officers. 

A  number  of  Tuition  Waivers  are 
available  to  students  with  special  inter- 
ests or  talents  in  specific  areas  such  as 
music,  drama,  art,  etc.  These  awards 
are  made  by  the  department  chair- 
person. They  are  granted  each  semes- 
ter for  a  maximum  of  four  semesters. 

The  Financial  Aid  6ffice  also  ad- 
ministers Work-Study  Programs.  Stu- 
dents may  work  on  the  BCC  campus 
or  at  any  public  school  in  Broward 
County.  Students  are  paid  on  an  hour- 
ly rate  and  may  work  15  hours  a  week. 

Financial  assistance  is  very  easy  to 
obtain  once  it  has  been  proven  that 
need  exists.  But  it  must  be  recognized 
that  the  financial  aid  office  will  not 
come  to  you.  If  you  believe  you  qual- 
ify, you  must  see  them. 

I  would  recommend  first  applying 
for  a  grant.  With  this  you  will  not  have 
to  pay  it  back  throughout  your  time  in 
school.  If  you  can't  qualify  for  one, 
then  you  can  pick  from  the  other 
available  forms  of  assistance.  Your 
financial  aid  counselor  will  be  more 
than  happy  to  help  you  in  this  matter. 
Financial  aid  is  a  service  provided  for 
all  students  in  need.  If  you  think  you 
qualify,  take  advantage  of  this  service. 


PLflNET- 

Buehler  Planetarium  opened  in 
1965  and  has  been  serving  the 
public  since  its  inception.  The 
Planetarium  Complex  is  unique 
because   it  contains   two   separate 

O  planetarium  chambers  —  one  forty 
foot  chamber,  which  provides  100 
seats  for  college  classes  and  public 
shows,  and  one  twenty  foot 
chamber,  which  is  extensively  used 
for  instructing  local  school  children. 

The  Planetarium  facilities  were 
planned  to  incorporate  three  areas 
of  interest.  The  first  area  is  that  of 
college  education'  in  astronomy; 
second  is  that  of  adult  community 
services  through  shows  and  pre- 
sentations; the  third  area  of  interest 
is  dedicated  to  school  children,  both 
public  and  private,  as  well  as  scouts 
and  other  interested  groups. 

The  general  public,  as  well  as 
civic  groups  and  other  organ- 
izations, are  cordially  invited  to 
attend  our  regularly  scheduled 
shows  each  Thursday  at  7:30  p.m. 
and  each  Sunday  afternoon  at  2:30 
&  3:30  p.m.  Special  group  shows,  at 
times  other  than  those  regularly 
scheduled,  may  be  arranged  by 
calling  the  Planetarium  —  791-4590.

A  student  who  is  not 
satisfied  with  the  imposed 
disciplinary  probation 
may  appeal  within  3 
school  days,  in  writing,  to 
the  College  Discipline 
Committee. 

In  more  serious  cases,  likely  to 
result  in  suspension  or  expulsion  of 
the  student  from  the  academic 
community,  the  Discipline  Com- 
mittee or  the  Student  Government 
Association  Supreme  Court  shall 
have  primary  authority. 

In  all  cases  the  Dean  of  Student 
Affairs  shall  decide  whether  a  case 
is  to  be  handled  by  the  College  Dis- 
cipline Committee  of  the  Student 
Government  Association  Supreme 
Court. 

The  SGA  Supreme  Court's 
recommendation  for  suspension  or 
expulsion  must  be  reviewed  by  the 
Discipline  Committee. 

In  cases  in  which  a  student's 
physical  or  emotional  safety  is 
jeopardized,  or  when  the  general 
safety  of  other  members  of  the 
College  Community  of  College 
property  is  threatened,  or  when  the 
orderly  progression  of  the  lawful 
educational  objectives  of  the  College 
are  jeopardized,  the  student  may  be 
removed  from  the  campus  com- 
munity by  the  President  or  his  de- 
signated representative  pending  a 
hearing. 

In  all  cases,  the  rights  of  the 
students  and  of  Broward  Community 
College  shall  be  protected.  The 
following  procedures  are  designed 
to  provide  for  this  protection. 

DUE  PROCESS 

1.  The  student  shall  be  notified, 
in  writing,  that  he  is  accused  of  a 
violation.  Notice  shall  contain  a 
detailed  description  of  the  charges, 
a  list  of  witnesses,  if  any,  and  the 
date  of  notice.  In  some  cases  the 


student  may  waive  his  right  to  a 
hearing  and  elect  to  accept  the 
decision  of  the  Dean  of  Student 
Affairs.  In  such  a  case  the  student 
will  sign  a  statement  waiving  both 
the  hearing  and  his  right  to  appeal 
the  decision. 

2.  The  student  may  continue  to 
attend  classes  and  College  activities 
until  the  hearing  is  held  and  pending 
appeal  at  the  discretion  of  the 
President. 

3.  The  student  is  entitled  to  be 
present  at  the  hearing  in  a  formal  or 
informal  manner  and  may  follow 
any  procedure  which  incorporates 
fair  play  and  the  elements  of  due 
process. 

5.  The  College  reserves  the  right 
to  conduct  the  hearing  in  a  formal  or 
informal  manner  and  may  follow 
any  procedure  which  incorporates 
fair  play  and  the  elements  of  due 
process. 

6.  The  student  may  request  a 
written  report  of  the  results  and 
findings  of  the  hearing.  Such  a 
report  shall  be  issued  within  48 
hours. 

7.  The  College  will  keep  a  record 
of  the  proceedings  which  will  be 
made  available  to  the  student  in  the 
event  of  an  appeal. 

8.  Any  student  who  is  suspended 
or  expelled  from  Broward  Com- 
munity College  by  the  Discipline 
Committee  shall  have  the  right  to 
appeal  said  decision  to  the 
President.  Any  appeal  must  be  made 
in  writing  and  in  all  cases  shall  be 
filed  no  later  than  the  fifth  school 
day  following  the  student's  receipt 
of  the  Committee's  or  Court's 
decision.  Within  3  days  after  receipt 
of  an  appeal,  the  President  shall 
appoint  a  3  member  ad  hoc  Appeals 
Committee  composed  of  disinter- 
ested faculty  who  shall  inquire 
fully  into  the  case  and  make  a 
recommendation  to  the  President.  In 
some  cases  the  ad  hoc  committee, 
and-or  the  student  may  elect  to 
proceed  de  novo,  thus  affording  the 
student  an  opportunity  to  present 
his  case  in  full  for  a  second  hearing. 
In  all  cases  the  elements  of  due 
process,     described     above     shall 


apply.  The  President's  ad  hoc 
Appeals  Committee,  after  a  full  and 
complete  review  and  investigation, 
shall  makes  its  recommendation  to 
the  President  and  he,  in  turn,  will 
render  a  decision  within  three  days. 
Any  student  who  is  still  dis- 
satisfied may  file  an  appeal, 
through  the  President,  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  The  decision  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  final. 

STUDENT  ORGANIZATIONS  AND 
CLUBS  ON  CAMPUS 

Students  enrolled  at  Broward 
Community  College  are  free  to  join 
associations  which  promote  their 
common  interests  so  long  as: 

1.  The  policies,  purposes  and 
principles  of  the  organization  are 
consistent  with,  and  not  inimicable 
to  the  general  philosophies  and 
principles  of  free  institutions  in  a 
democratic  society  such  as  the 
United  States. 

2.  Membership  in  the  organization 
is  open  to  all  bonafide  students  of 
the  College  without  respect  to  race, 
creed,  or  national  origin. 

3.  A  statement  of  purpose,  criteria 
for  membership,  rules  or  pro- 
cedures, and  a  current  list  of 
officers  is  filed  with  the  Director  of 
Student  Activities. 

4.  The  membership,  policies, 
criteria  for  membership,  rules  of 
procedures,  and  a  current  list  of 
officers  is  filed  with  the  Director  of 
Student  Activities. 


6.  The  Student  Government 
Association  has  recommended  and 
the  Student  Personnel  Services 
Committee  has  approved  the 
organization. 

7.  The  organization  is  in  com- 
pliance with  the  general  and  spe- 
cific policies  enumerated  in  this 
document  and  elsewhere  in  this 
Handbook. 

The  College  will  insure  that 
sudent  organizations  remain  free  to 
examine  opinions  publicly  and  pri- 
vately. 

Organizations  are  free  to  invite 
and  hear  any  person  of  their  own 
choosing  provided:  1.  They  have 
funds  in  advance  to  defray  ex- 
penses; 2.  Reservations  for  facilities 
are  made  through  appropriate 
channels;  3.  The  program  is  con- 
sistent with  established  policy  as 
well  as  the  thrust  of  this  document. 

Organizations  are  always  free  to 
support  causes  by  orderly  means 
(consistent  with  the  guidelines 
contained  in  this  document)  which 
do  not  disrupt  the  regular  and 
essential  operation  of  Broward 
Community  College.  At  the  same 
time,  it  should  be  made  clear  to  the 
academic  and  the  larger  community 
that  in  their  public  expressions  or 
demonstrations,  students,  student 
organizations,  and  guest  speakers 
represent  their  own  views.  Broward 
Community  College  neither  sanc- 
tions nor  endorses  the  expression  or 
viewpoints  represented. 

STUDENT  PUBLICATIONS 

Student  publications  and  the 
student  press  are  a  valuable  aid  in 
establishing  and  maintaining  an 
atmosphere  of  free  and  responsible 
discussion  and  of  intellectual  ex- 
plotation  on  the  campus.  They  are  a 
means  of  bringing  student  concerns 
to  the  attention  of  faculty  and  the 
institutional  authorities  and  of 
formulating  student  opinion  on 
various  issues  on  the  campus  and 
the  world  at  large.  In  addition, 
student  publications  serve  as  a 
training  opportunity  for  students 
interested  in  professional  jour- 
nalism. 

The  editorial  freedom  of  student 
editors  and  managers  entails  corol- 
lary responsibilities  to  be  governed 
by  the  canons  of  responsible 
journalism,  such  as  the  avoidance  of 


libel,  indecency,  undocumented 
allegations,  attacks  on  personal 
integrity,  and  the  techniques  of 
harassment  and  inuendo. 

The  College  will  insure  free  and 
responsible  media  and  will  not 
censor  or  approve  copy  in  advance. 

All  College  published  and 
financed  student  media  shall  ex- 
plicitly state  that  the  opinions  ex- 
pressed are  not  those  of  either  the 
faculty  or  students  of  Broward 
Community  College. 

All  media  are  expected  to  observe 
the  standards  of  their  respective 
professions  as  well  as  those 
established  by  governmental 
agencies. 

These  statements  are  to  be 
considered  as  supplementary  to  the 
established  policies  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  as  they  relate  to  student 
publications.

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A  SUMMARY  OF  RECENT 
FEDERAL  AND  STATE  LAWS 
PERTAINING  TO  STUDENTS 
ENROLLED  IN  INSTITUTIONS 

OF  HIGHER  LEARNING 
United  States  Public  Law  90-575: 
This  law  provides  that  students  or 
employees  at  an  institution  of  higher 
learning  who  after  notice  and  a 
hearing  are  found  guilty  of  sub- 
stantial disruption  will  not  be 
eligible  for  financial  assistance 
provided  by  the  federal  government. 
Florida  Statute  877-12:  This  law 


makes  it  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
intentionally  act  to  disrupt  or  in- 
terfere with  the  lawful  admini-. 
stration  or  functions  of  any  edu- 
cational institution  in  this  state.  Any 
person  who  violates  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  is  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction 
thereof,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  or 
not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars 
of  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  six 
months  of  both. 

Florida  Statue  228:21:  In  any  case 
in  which  a  person  who  is  not  a 
student,  officer,  or  employee  of  a  q  jr 
junior  college,  state  university,  or  ^-^ 
public  school  and  who  is  not 
required  by  his  employment  by  the 
institution  involved  to  be  on  the 
campus  or  any  facility  owned, 
operated,  or  controlled  by  the 
governing  board  of  any  such  junior 
college,  state  university,  or  public 
school  enters  the  campus  of  such 
junior  college  or  state  university  and 
is  committing  any  act  tending  to 
interefere  with  normal,  orderly, 
peaceful,  or  efficient  conduct  of  the 
activities  of  such  campus  or  facility, 
the  chief  administrative  officer  or 
employee  designated  by  him  to 
maintain  order  on  such  campus  of 
facility  may  direct  such  person  to 
leave  such  campus  or  facility.  If 
such  a  person  fails  to  do  so,  such 
person  will  be  guilty  of  trespass 
upon  state  lands  as  prohibited  by 
821.19  and  shall  be  punished  ac- 
cordingly. 

Chapter  70-362:  1.  Any  person 
enrolled  as  a  student  in  any  state 
supported  university  or  junior 
college  who  is  formally  charged  by  a 
proper  prosecuting  attorney  for  the 
unlawful  posession  or  sale  of  any 
narcotic  drug,  or  barbiturate,  as 
identified  or  defined  in  either 
chapter  398  or  chapter  404,  Florida 
Statues,  shall,  following  an  ad- 
ministrative hearing  held  after  such 
person  is  formally  charged, 
provided  by  the  president  of  the 
institution  pursuant  to  rules 
promulgated  by  the  state  board  of 
education  or  board  of  regents,  if 
such  suspension  is  recommended, 
be  suspended  from  all  classes  of 
instruction  until  the  determination 
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of  his  guilt  by  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction.  If  adjudicated  guilty, 
the  student  shall  automatically  be 
expelled. 

2.  No  student  expelled  pursuant  to 
this  section  may  be  readmitted  to 
any  state  supported  university  or 
junior  college  for  a  period  of  one 
year. 

3.  Any  student  subject  to 
discipline  or  expulsion  from  a  state 
university  or  junior  college  as 
provided  herein,  for  unlawful 
possession  or  use  of  any  narcotic 
drug,  central  nervous  system 
stimulant,  hallucinogenic  drug,  or 
barbiturate  as  identified  or  defined 
in  either  chapter  398  or  404,  Florida 
Statutes,  may  be  entitled  to  a  waiver 


of  the  discipline  or  expulsion  if  he 
uivuiges  information  leading  to  the 
arrest  and  conviction  of  the  person 
who  supplied  such  drug,  stimulant, 
or  bariturate  to  him,  or  if  he 
voluntarily  discloses  his  unlawful 
posession  of  such  drug,  stimulant,  or 
barbiturate  prior  to  his  arrest. 
Section  3. 

Upon  suspension  from  classes  as 
authorized  in  sub  paragraph  2 
above,  the  administration  shall 
notify  the  parents  or  parent  or  other 
person  or  persons  in  loco  parentis  of 
the  suspension  and  the  reason 
therefor. 

Chapter  69-279:  Any  person  who 
shall  accept  the  privilege  extended 
by  the  laws  of  this  state  of  at- 
tendance or  employment  at  any 
state  college,  state  junior  college  or 
state  university  shall,  by  so  at- 
tending   or    working    at    such    in- 


stitutions,  be  deemed  to  have  given 
his  consent  to  'the  policies  of  that 
institution,  to  Board  of  Regents,  and 
the  laws  of  the  state.  Such  policies 
shall  include  prohibition  against 
disruptive  activities  at  state  in- 
stitutions of  higher  learning. 

If  after  it  has  been  determined 
that  a  student  or  employee  of  a  state 
institution  of  higher  learning  has 
participated  in  disruptive  activities, 
the  following  penalties  may  be 
imposed  against  such  person:  1. 
immediate  termination  of  contractof 
such  employee  of  state  institution  of 
higher  learning,  and  thereafter  such 
person  shall  not  be  employed  by  an 
state  public  school  or  state  college, 
state  uversity; 

2.  Immediate  expulsion  of  such 
student  from  the  institution  of  higher 
learning  for  a  minimum  of  two 
years. 
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
